I beginne with the firſt part, our ſervice: 
And good reaſon our ſervice ſhould goe be- 
fore the Reward to our ſervice, Therefore 
firſt we areto be faithfull. Be thou faithfull np. 
is Death oc, 

And I will proceed according tothe or. 
der.of nature, and conftder firſt the ſubſtance 
of faithfulneſſe , and then the continuance. 
And then I ſhall tell you by this word faith- 
. fulneſſe, wee are not to underſtand that habit 
of the ſoule, whereby wee apprehend, and 
lay hold upon che mercy and favour of God 
in our regeneration, and firſt converſion , 
which rhe ſcripture 'cals faith, and whereby 
wee beleeue, and yecld affent unto all the 
articles of our Chriftian dorine, which is 


the roote and fountaine of all Chriftian dy- 


ties. But we areto conceiue it of thar faith- 
fulnefle which ſprings as an ef or fruite 
from that roote, ard includes a ivſt diſcharge 
of thoſe duties which God requires at our 


hands : Asalſo an yniverfall obedience to all 
TE 
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his Commandements. You know that wee 
are all Stewards nnto the great Lord of hea- 
ven, and ſent into the carth to trafficke and 
negotiate with thoſe talents which hee hath 
committed to every one of us in our ſeyerall 
places. Now faith Saint Pas inthe r. Cor, 4. 
that it is required in a Steward, that hee bee 
found faithful, that is iuſtly, and honeſtly to 
husband, and diſpenſe thoſe things that are 
imruſted to his charge, according to the will 
and pleaſure of his Lord and Maſter. 
"op rhe maine rule that = direQ us in 
the guiding and governing of all our purpo- 
ſes chaours : kayo muſt bee he 
plory of God ; Hee hath created all things 
for his owne ſake ſaith S/omvon, Prov.1s. that 
is, for his owne glory. This is the tribute 
that he requires of every man,this muſt ariſe 
unto him out of every ation ; Wee are not 
our owne faith the Apoſtle, wee are bought 
with a price, therefore glorifie Ged in your 
bodies and in your ſoules. The whole man 
muſt bee faithfull in giving God his glory ; 
the thoughts that we thinke they muſt bee re- 
ligioufly, and faithfully conceived to the ho- 
nour of God. TI will giue thankes unto God 
ſecretly amoneſt the faichfull,ſaith the Pſal- 
miſt, Pſal. 111.1. And yet not onely in our 
thoughts ſecretly,bnut in our words openly,in 
the congregation, as it followeth in the end 
of rhe Pine yerſe.

And as we mult bee faithfull in glorifying 
him in our thoughts and words , ſo likewiſe 
inour deeds ; the light whereof muſt ſo ſhine 
before men, that they ſeeing our good works 
may glorific God our Father which is in 
Heaven. 
And note what a ſtrit courſe the Lord b 
hath taken for the gathering up ofthis tribute 
of his glory out of cvery thing. He will call us 
tro a reckoning for our ſecreteſt cogitations : 
Inquifition ſhall bee made into our very 
thoughts. If you ſpeake but a word that doth 
not ſome way or othertend to his glory, tis 
an idle word , and we muſt account for idle 
words in the day of judgement; if then \F 
wee doe a deed that aimes not at this end, '- 
ſhall we thinke notto bee queſtioned for it - I 
Wee mult all appeare before the iudgement 
ſeate of the Lord, to give anaccount of thoſe 
things that we haue done in the body. There- 
fore our body and our ſoule, our thoughts, 
words and deeds , muſt all bee ordered, and 
husbanded fo faithfully and iuſtly, that God : 
may haue his due, his Honour, and his Glo- L 
ry-by it. Andif wee haue becne faithfull in 4 
a little, hee will make us Rulers over much, _ 'F 
Math,25.23.And by way of commendation [ 
tell us, 1: # well done good and farthfull ſervants, 
and then bid us enter into our Maſters 
toy, where wee ſhall haue a Crowne of 
life , if wee haue diſcharged our ducty as AJ! 
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aSinus lyes, and beenc obedientand faithfull 
unto Death. And thot 1s my ſecond part, the 
continuance,cxtent or mcalure of our thank- 
fulnes, Zx& $er«7s which hath a rwotold mea- 
ning, and may yecld us matter of inſtruQion 
both wayes, For firſt, «xg: 8«r'rs 1s unto 


death, and then it ftgnifies ſuch a ſeryice, and 


ſuch fairhfulnefle, as will not ſhrinke at any 
afliction, or proſecution whatſoever , but 


\ goes on couragtouſly, and reſ\|Jutely if need 


be to the laying downe of our lite, and con- 
tinues faithfull even unto death. Secondly, 
x0: beva'rs fignifies untill death,andthen it be- 
rookens ſuch a ſervice, and ſuch an obedience 
as continues all our life long , aever failes of 
the diſcharge of 'its duty as long as we haue 
a day to liuc,but continues,and goes on from 
day to day, from yeare to yeare, as long as 
we haue any being,cven unrill death. 

Firſt rhen our duty muſt be ſtrong, ſubſtan- 
tiall, well wrought,and cloſe woven, and ſuch 
as will not ſhrinke , neither with the water of 
affliion,nor with the fire of perſecution, nor 
be thaken with the winte of temptation, but 
indure all extremities,cven death it ſclfe. We 
mu'! be fairhfull untsFeath: And then ir muſt 


hang upon the ſamerhreed that our life doth, 
and both muſt runne on together, and as long 
as the one laſteth ſo long mutt the other, and 

our {ervice muſt be faichfull untill death, 
Firſt then of the couragiouſneſle of our ſer- 
Vice 
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vice that it muſt not ſhrinke at any thing, no 
not at death it ſelfe, Omne majus continet in 
ſe minus , thar every lefſer thing is conteyned 
ig the greater,is a ground,and principle in na- 
ture, Which every man knowes, If then our 
ſcrvice muſt be faichfull uato death which is 
extremum maloram, the greateſt of eills, then 
it muſt bee faithfull unto perſecution, impri- 
ſonmenr,lofle of goods, diſgraces and repro- 
ches, which are bur lefler evills, even petty, 
and flight afflictiogg as the Apoftle calleth 
them. My fonne ſayth Solomon when thou 


entreſt into the houſe of the Lord, prepare 


thy Soule for temptations:andour Saviour in 
the 10, of Matthew fayes,it any man will fol- 
low me,and be my Diſciple, let him take up 
his Crofle,and follow me,let him deny him- 
{elfe, aot make dainty of any thing he hath, 
no notof. his life, He that will fave his life 
ſhall loſe. it ,' and hee that defires to have 2 


Crowne 'of- life, muſt bee fairkfult unto 


death. 


The way to, Heaven is not payed withthe 


pleaſures of this world, nor {trow'd with the 
flowers of humane delights, but through ma- 
ny tribulations wee muſt enter into the kings 
dome of Heaveo, ſayth Saint Pas in the 14. 
AZs 22. Andour Saviour which is our head, 
he hath led the way and'rrod thei path before 
us, and firſt wore the crow-5eof'Thornes, be- 
tore he puton his Crowne of glory, hee fi - 
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ſerved his Father fairhfully unto death , and 
then was rewarded with a Crowne of life, 
No ſooner doe we enter our ſelves -intothe 
ſervice of God, and put on us the livery of 
him that is the Father of lights, but preſently 
he whole kingdome of darkeneſſe is up in 
2rmes againſt us,the Prince whereof leads the 
battaile, and he warrs againſt us with all the 


' temptations that his malice can ſuggeſt. And 


up the world againft us pur Saviour tels his 
Diſciples, becauſe you'are not of the world, 
therefore the world will hate you ; and this 
hatred it will ſhew by defaming our Credir, 
ſpoyling us of our goods, perſecuting of our 
bodies,yea & ſometimes by taking away our 


not content with his ok ſtrength, hee ſtirs 


lives roo. Nay further, this ſubtill adverſa- 


ric of ours like a politicke Statiſt , will nor 
onely warre againſt us with open hofſtilitie, 
but he will ſtirr up enemies within our owne 
oates, and kindle a fire in our owne houſe,and 
raiſe up this traiterous and rebel#ous fleſh of 
ours, Which we nouriſh in our owne boſomes 
like a falſe brother to ſeduce, and entrapus ; 
this fleſh perplexeth us with feares, enveigles 
us with hopes,allures us with baites, diftradts 
us with cares , and torments us with-paines, 
and yſeth a thouſand fleights, and fetches to 
make us betray our Chriſtian profeſſian,and 
revolt from that God to whom' in our bap- 
riſe we ſwore ouralleageanceto be his _ 
ant 
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ſtant ſouldiers,to fight under his banner, and 

to doe him faxhfull ſervice in ſpight of the 
wo:ld,the fleſh , aud the Devill, orall cxtre= 

m-ities that can betideus,whether they are the 
miſeries of nature, the frownes of fortune, 

yea or the loſſe of lite, even unto death it 

ſelfe, This is the vow;this is the profcfſion, 
and this is the promifethat wee haue made in 
| baptiſme: And wee haueit ſealed and confir- 
med with the ſigne of the Crofle, the ſacred 
figniture , and character whereof ſtands im- 

printed in our foreheads to teſtifie to the 
world, that we haue made ſuch a vow to hea» 

ven, and to encourage us to confront any 

cnemy being armed with an 1s hoc ſigno vins- 

ces , and t6 convinceus of cowardiſe if wee 

ſhrinke or draw backe. Our life is a Warfare, 

| and what ſhould a coward doe inthe warres 
| that cannot endure the aking of a finger, is 
q hee fit to bee the ſouldier of that Captaine 
| that entred not into life , but by the gates of 
death 2 Our Countrie is in heaven, andthe 
world is but our pilgrimage, and therefore 
they are much deceived, faith Saint Auenſtive, 
Ont quarunt vitam in regione mortes , that 
ſecke for life and pleaſure in this region of 
miſerie,and death. A heathen man could ſay, 

Non eft delicata res vincere, heere is no Pa- Seyeca. 

radiſe, noe heaven on earth, but in the ſafety 
of agood conſcience. Our time of raigning 
C and 
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and triumphing is reſerved for us 1n heaven, 
this is a time of ducty and ſervice, and ſuch 
ſervice-as muſt bee couragious , and not 
ſhrinke at any thing , but continue conſtant, 
and faithfullunto death. And here letus dcſ- 
cend every man into his owne heart, and try, 
& examine our {elues how we ſtand affeted 
tothe performance of this duety,whether we 
could bee content to bee Gods faithfull ſer- 
yants, and fticke cloſe to him though it were 
to the loſſe of goods, or our reputation, or 
our friends, or our life irſelfe,and be faithfull 
unto death ; And I doubt not, but that wee 
haue preſumprion enough to flatter our ſclues 
ſo farre, as to belecue,and profeſſe, and per- 
haps to bragge, and vaunt that wee are ready 
ro follow our Captaine Chriſt Iefus whither 
ſoever hee goes, though it were tothe ſhed- 
ding of our bloods,the ſpending of our lives 
even tmto death. I make no queſtion but 
that wee belecue this of onr ſelues, and wee 
would make the world belecye ſo too. But 
what ſaies Saint James ? fhew me thy faith by 
thy workes, Ietthe world ſee our profeſsion 
by our aRtions , and let our vaunts bee'made 
g06d by a reall, and aQuall performance, 
Wheras if a man may beboldto iudge of the 
erce by the fraite,and to guefſe at the faithful- 
nefle of the heart. by the action of the out- 
ward man, and by thoſe things which are 

daily 
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daily preſented to our eyes , I thinke wee 
ſhould haue much to doe to perſwade any ad- 
viſed, and conſiderate man, that our fairhful- 
neſſe is ſach as would endure all extremities. 
And that wee would faithfully follow our 
Captaineif Fed were unto death. Why the 
very cenſure of lewd, and reprobate perſons 
is enough to flout us out of our- Chriſtian 
profeſſion, and we would faine doe God that 
faithfull ſervice which our owne conſcience 
tels us we owe him , but that wee are afraid 
we ſhall fall into diſgrace with the world,and 
that men will account us over preciſe,and t6o 
religious. This is but a ſlight paine,and far 
enough from the heart (a man would thinke) 
and yet even this as ſlight as itis, kils the 
faithfulnefle of many ſtout Chriſtians by 
their owne report , and makes them reyolt 
from their captaine and turne renegadoes, I 
will not ſay turne Turke, but which is worſe, 
cary a Turkes heart under a Chriſtians live- 
ry. Neither hath this beene the cowardli- 
nefſe of the curſed multitude onely, but even 
of profefled leaders and eminent comman- 
ders, cyenthe Scribes and Phariſees, we may 
{ecirin thetwelfth of 79hn. There their con- 
ſciences were ſo plainely convinced by the 
power of Chriſts docrine,and miracles that 
their hearts could not chuſe bur tell them that 
he was the Meſſias ; yet faies the Tex r, they , 
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could not belecue in him , nor make profeſſi. 
on of him for their repuation ſake z becauſe 
they loved the praiſe of men more then the 
praiſe of God, verſe 42.43. Nay, farre leſſe 
matter then this ſcarres us from our faithtul- 
neſſe. Let our Saviour com: fo« fairthfulnes, 
and call us to his ſervice , not ihtothe fieldto 
venter our liues , but into the Church where 
is nodanger of life or limme (except we are 
afraid perhaps of breaking our knees, but we 
will take order again that well enough., and 
therefore wee will bee ſure not to bow them) 
Let him I fay but call for our faithfulneſſe and 
ſervice at Church,and wee haue our ſports to 


follow, our proieQtsto contriue, our viſits to. 
make,our Miſtreſles to court, andthey their 


dreſſesand facesto order, and compoſe for all 
the day after ; any thing ſhall ſerue turnete 


divert us from his ſervice, and to deny him 


that faithfulneſſe which wee are bound to 
performe unto him , what ever came of ir, 
though it were to the looſing of our lives, for 
the duety that is here inioyned is faithfulneſſe 
unto death ; Beethou faithfull unto death. 1 
haue done with dxe $are7e, unto. death, I 
come now unto {xe berers untill death. And 
then it puts us in mind of the conftancie of 
our dutie, that it muſt laſt and continue as 


. long as our life doth ; the Spirit of God hath 


ioyned them both together , let none of us 
16 | be 


at the ( ,ourt. 
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be ſo hardy as to venter and ſunder them, but 
ler them run on both together in Gods name, 
and as farre as our life goes, ſo farre let our 
faithfulneſſe even untill death comes. In the 
affaires of this life it is a ſhame for a man to 
beginne an enterpriſe and not to goe thoroiw 
with it, every man pointsat him with his fin- 
ger,derides,and geereshrim ; this man began 
to build, and was not ableto finiſh it. 

' Inthe workes of our Chriftian profeſſion, 
the ſhame is greater, the danger infinite, and 
therefore Saint Pax befooles his Galathians 
when they fell from their faithfulnefſe which 
once they profefled, hee tells them they were 
bewitched, orelfe ſuch a thing could never 


have befallen them. O ye feoliſh Galathians G4/.3.x. 


who hath bewitched you, are yeeſo fooliſh 
as having begunne in the Spirit to end in the 
fleſh? If a Man beginne a peece of worke,and 

teavc it off in the middle, hee hath taken a 
| good deale of paines to no other purpoſe,bur 
to leave a Monument of his folly, and vanity 
to the world, Hee that hath received the 
common graces of God, and many good 
eifts of his Spirit, which have enabled him 
to doe much good and faithfull ſervice, and 
then takes the grace of God and rturnes it 
into wantonnefle, and {mothers and' quen- 


cheth the Spirit,comes neere unto dangerous | 
ſymptomes of a moredangerous ſtate, When 


GY a man. 
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a man is in a faire way to heaven, and hath 
ſome time walkt on religiouſlly and faithful- 
ly.till hee hath come within ſome ſence of his 
reward, & within ſome view of his Crowne 
by common enlightnings: then to turne our 
of the way ; and Apoſtate into the broade 
way, what is it elfe but to tread tn a path that 
without repentance will leade to deſtruction, 
And theretore ir is ſaid in the 6. Chap. of the 


| Epiſtle to the Hebrewes, that it is impoſſible | 


that they which were once enlightned and 
have taſted of the heavenly gift, and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghoft if they fall 
away, ſhould bee renewed againe by repen- 
tance, ſecing they crucifie to themſelues the 
Sonne of God afreſh, and put him toan open 
ſhame. Heere I could giye you many exam- 
ples of revolters and backſliders, and ſhew 
you to whata height of impiety they have 
growne when once they have forſaken God 
and that goodnefle they have begun to pro- 
fefle, which for brevitie ſake I will omit and 
conclude this poynt with the exhortation of 
the Apoſtle in the 3. tothe Hebr, ver. r2. r3. 
Take heed brethren leaft at any time there be 
in any of you an cvill heart,and unfaithfull to 
depart away fromtheliving God, but exhort 
one an ether daily whileſt it is yet calledto 


day leaſt any of you be hardned through the 


deceitfulneſle of finne, for we are made parta- 
kers 


at the Count. 


kersof Chriſt, if wee hold the beginning of 
our confidence ſtedfaftuntothe end, and my 
Text fayes, If wee continue faithfull untill 
dcath, the God of lifeand death will give us 
a Crowne of life. And thats my ſecond ge-

Andiheere every word yeelds matter of 


obſervation. I will-begin with the firſt word 
Ego, and that is cither taken emvinenter by way 
of eminencic. And then tis TIthe God of 
heaven and earth that decke my ſelfe with 
lightas with a garment, thatmake the clouds 
my Chariots and ride upen the wings of the 
winde. Twill give rhis Crowne. 
Great perſons give great gifts : Alexavder 
gave a tajent to a begger, not conſidering 
what was fit for the other to receive, but for 
him togive. Heere God ſprinkles Crownes 
now and then one, a few in an age all the 
world oyer,butin thenext life hemakes them 
all Kings , as4t were ſhowring and rayning 
Crownes from his glorious head , upon his 
lorified members, g 


Secondly. 
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Secondly heere is Ego excluſive, I, by way 
of excluſion. And then it is I, and none bur 
L,thar give tneſe Crownes. 

This preferment,theſe Crownes come nei- 


ther from the Eaſt, nor from the Weſt, nor 


from the South, bur from God alone. 
Tisnot S. Peters keyes that can open the 
doore of that kingdomec,norunlocke the trea- 
ſury where theſe Crownes are layd up, he 
keepes the key himſelfe. 

And if you will give meleaveto flide from 
Spirituall to re Crownes, then I ſhall 
tell youthat God is the diſpoſer of them alſo. 
By me Kings reigne. As was ſayd of him by 
a wiſer man then any of thoſe that ever uſur- 
ped that pPOWCr. "Tag 

And tis but a-ridiculous intrufion' extra 
Juriſdittionwem jus dicere, To. execute the 
power of a Iudge where a man hathno juriſ- 
dition ; Or to-givethat which he hath not in 
his owne power to beſtow, which isnone of 
his.

up an other himſelfe, the word is not idle,hee 


doth it himſelfe ſayes the Pſalmiſt. And for 
_ this crowne it is not to bee bonght as In#4nus 
the Emperour bought the Roman Empire, 
nor tobe fold as the Papall diſpoſer of king - 
domes doth bargaine for it. But God him- 
felfe beſtowes it. Hee needs no Vicar upon 
earth for that purpoſe. His hands are long 
enough tn ſer the Crowne upon that head 
that muſt weare it:the words are plaine in m1, 
text, £20 Dabs, Dabo,and thats the next wore. 
which plainely ſhewes the manner how theſe 
Crownes are convey'd unto us,wehave them 
aot by a bargaine, or ſale, butby a deed of 
gitr. This Crowne isno purchaſe but a do- 
nation. 7 

Wee may talke,or we may dreame,of me- 
riting,or carning this Crowne, but we ſhould 


bee but poorely rewarded , if God ſhould 


deale with us according to the proportion of 
our workes. Our workcs at the beſt are ſtai- 
ned with the imperfeRions and blemiſhes of
